Quinine for One Year in U.S. 


If East Indies Ports Are Closed 


If the ports of the Dutch East Indies ever are closed by war 
to American merchant vessels, the United States will be cut off 
from its only source of supply of quinine and will have on hand 
sufficient of the drug for only one year to combat malaria. 

This was expressed here yesterday by Dr. Thomas Parran Jr., 
surgeon general of the United States and chairman of a malaria 
control conference now under way at Emory University. 

“And if our present stock of quinine,’ Dr. Parran added, “‘is 
shared with South American countries that are dependent .upon 
us, the supply will last but a few months. 

“The United States army and navy,” he said, “are laying in 
large quantities of reserve quinine bark. They are racing against 
time so that, if anything should happen, this nation will not be 
in too serious danger of an uncontrolled malaria epidemic.”

Good Americans 

All unnoticed in the swirl of world events 
that vastly over-shadowed their own immedi- 
ate problem, many new Americans have been 
making, in the last year, the great adjust- 
ments that are the lot of those uprooted from 
their homelands and transplanted to a new 
haven. They will be great Americans, maybe 
better than those who never have known the 
terrors from which they fled. These are the 
young refugees from Germany, from Austria 
and from Czecho-Slovakia. 

In an effort to speed the adjustment of 
these youngsters to their new environment, 
many were placed in schools throughout the 
country, particularly those which laid em- 
phasis upon the teaching of trades and skills. 
Generally they were those which, under the 
aegis of the National Youth Administration, 
were stressing the needs and the vitality of 
the soil. The assimilation of the refugee 
youngsters has been remarkable. They have 
quickly become Americans because they real- 
ized better than any Americans the deep values 
of human liberties they had not known in 
their own countries, even in the years before 
Hitler. 

When they first arrived, those sent to Geor- 
gia schools could not grasp the concepts of 
liberty of action which are so markedly part 
of American youth. They could not conceive 
of teachers as friendly counselors, leading by 
guidance and not by stern order; they could 
not believe the plenitude of foods was a nat- 
ural thing—it was almost a miracle; they 
found it difficult to grasp the basic principles 
under which this nation has grown great 
simply because education in European coun- 
tries never has been conditioned to these her- 
etical views of the dignity of human life.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

THE PRESIDENT’S POLITICS WASHINGTON, May 29.—If 


ordinarily geod authorities 
may be relied on, the President has at last steeled himself for the 
inevitably unpleasant but vitally important task of reorganizing his 
cabinet. Slated to go are Secretary of War Harry A. Woodring, 
Secretary of the Navy Charles Edison and Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins. 

Edison’s retirement has been long anticipated, since he is run- 
ning for governor of New Jersey under the sponsorship of Boss 
Frank Hague. Woodring and Miss Perkins, however, will have to 
be pried out of their jobs by main force. Although Miss Perkins 
has for some time been unable to deal with either of the warring 
labor factions, she has been saved to date by her old and close 
friendship with the Roosevelt family. As for Woodring, he has 
made no secret of his intention, if dismissed, to make as much 
political trouble as possible. Judging from his record while in the 
cabinet, this is not an entirely empty threat. 

Perhaps in the end the President’s determination to improve 
his cabinet will again fade away, as it has in the past. If it does 
not, the names currently being mentioned for the three big jobs 
are: For the navy, Colonel Frank Knox if he will take it, or some- 
one like Admiral William Leahy; for the army, Major F. H. 
LaGuardia, or possibly Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, 
and for the Labor Department some such enlightened independent 
as Dean William Lloyd Garrison, of the Wisconsin Law School. 

These names, of course, are only being bandied about. The War 
Department quite obviously presents the most complex problem. 
Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson might be elevated to 
the secretaryship if it were not virtually certain that Woodring, 
who is reported to dislike Johnson, would flatly refuse to resign 
to make a place for him. Woodring may even attempt to make 
Johnson's retirement a condtion of his own. The inclusion of Harold 
Ickes among the candidates for Woodring’s job will probably cause 
surprise, but he has considerable backing from Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. among others, it is reported. In- 
deed, his candidacy is so well advanced that it is already said 
Undersecretary of the Interior Alvin Wirtz will be moved up a 
rung if Ickes is transferred to the War Department. At any rate, it 
is certain that whatever changes the President makes, they are 


almost certain to be for the better.

If any proof were needed that politics have not yet been for- 
gotten, it was to be found in the President’s speech on Sunday 
night. Evén to the President’s most faithful admirers within the 
administration itself, the speech was a bitter disappointment. Many 
of the details of the presentation of the national defense situation 
strangely prettified an extremely dark picture. For example, the 
President spoke of “1,700 modern antiaircraft” guns as though the 
existing antiaircraft guns were modern and as though 1,700 would 
be enough. Actually, all but one of the existing guns are of the 
75-milimeter type whose range the war experience has proved too 
short by around 5,000 feet, and although some of the better 90- 
millimeter guns are on order, the army needs nearly ten times 
1,700 for adequate national defense. 

There were other aspects of the speech, such as the recrimina- 
tion and the absence of any rallying cry to national unity, whieh 
were discouraging. But, from a practical standpoint, the discussion 
of the state of our defenses was the worst feature. The President 
was quite accurate in his picture of the great defense improvements 
already accomplished by his administration. He omitted to say, 
however, that even with these improvements we are still in a very 
poor way. There was some hope in his promise to ask for addi- 
tional defense appropriations, above the present insufficient re- 
quests, if the European situation disintegrates into final tragedy. 
But even the most completely loval men in his own administration 
are wondering why the President does not ask now. 

And here again, in this matter of

the defense requests, one catches 


the savor of politics. The official White House explanation of the 
smallness of the defense requests to date is that no more money 
can be spent before congressional session next January. It is true 
that it may be impossible to pay more money into manufacturers’ 
hands for finished goods.

LEOPOLD SURRENDERS There isn’t any escape from the 


war. Earlier in the week I drove 
south through Georgia for almost 200 miles. 

Georgia was at her best. Rain had fallen. Things looked fresh, 
There was the smell of new washed trees and fields in the air, 

There was one field of wheat which was so pretty, blowing and 
billowing slowly in a growing breeze, that we stopped to watch it. 
A man in the car said: 

“T remember in the wheat fields at Chateau Thierry how the 
tops of the wheat fell down on us, cut by the machinegun bullets 
which were turned loose across that field.” 

So. the wheat field wasn’t pretty any longer, but took on a 
certain sinister look as if out in it, hidden, men were trying to 
crowd into the earth, seeking to escape.

“Heil.” “Just getting used to it,’ he said to the clerk. 

There is no escape from the war. Perhaps there shouldn't be, 

Leopold, King of the Belgians, has supvlied the latest puzzle. 
There is no estimating why he surrendered. He may have been 
sickened at the death of his men. He may have been told that every 
city in his kingdom would be leveled. He may have been—there 
is no telling. There is, however, a way of telling why the cup was 
held to his lips. 

BELGIUM WITHDRAWS We know by now the pledged word 
of men, and the nations they di- 
rect, indeed is but a scrap paper. 

In 1839 the great powers met to reach a decision about Bel- 
gium. England, France, Russia, Austria and Prussia agreed Belgium 
“perpetually should enjoy the status of a neutral nation.” 

Subsequent affirmations were made. It was in force in 1914, 
Germany announced her intention of sending troops across Belgium. 
England asked about the treaty and the German diplomat asked if 
England would go to war about a scrap of paper. That was, of 
course, not the cause of the war. The war was coming, one way 
or another. But it was a factor in the beginnings of fighting. 

Belgium refused permission. Germany marched. The Belgians 
held them up for a while with their concrete pill boxes. They 
might have neld them up longer had not the new weapon of that 
war, the Austrian. siege guns, come along to crack concrete. 

Once the war was done, Belgium entered into a protective alli- 
ance with France. It was an alliance such as France had with 
Czecho-Slovakia. France abandoned that one in a manner even 
more shameless than Leopold’s surrender, but that is another story. 
That pact with France was abandoned by Leopold in 1936 and the 
kingdom reverted to its old position of neutrality. 


HE BELIEVED HITLER Belgium withdrew in the period of 
tension when Hitler was demanding, 
as a price of peace, the nations show some faith by concessions. 

In the fall of 1937 the German government published its position: 

“The German government declares the inviolability and integrity 
of Belgium is of common interest to the western powers. It con- 
firms its determination under no circumstances to impair such in- 
violability and integrity and at all times to respect Belgian territory, 
except, of course, in case of armed conflict in which Germany is 
involved, Belgium should participate in military activity against 
Germany.” 

France and England gave like agreements. 

When Germany decided on war she again demanded troops be 
permitted to violate Belgian territory. Again she was refused. 
Again she attacked, as in 1914, and Belgium was at war. 

Leopold ended it with surrender after much of his territory had 
been destroyed and more persons killed than in the same period 
of the first World War. 

Had the Belgian pact with France been maintained the Maginot 
line would have been extended. Help would have been at the border 
when the threat came. As it was, help had to come late and un- 
prepared. 

The consequences are tremendous. Reserves were taken from 
the French line. They were sent to Belgium, where now they are 
trapped. 

At this weak point in the French lines, from which troops had 
been removed to Belgium, the Germans broke through. That was 
at Sedan. They were able to break through. the defenses batk of 
the Belgian border, which were not as strong as the Maginot line. 

One may wonder what Leopold is thinking.

They consti- 
tute a most subtle and dangerous “fifth col- 
umn” in America and they attack at the point 
where the greater susceptibility to false argu- 
ment exists, amongst the youth of the schools 
and colleges. They are attempting to do what 
Hitler did with the youth of Germany, mould 
them to their desire while yet they are young. 

Most of the stuff these groups send out goes, 
naturally, to the waste basket. American edi- 
tors are not gullible. But, even though the per- 
centage of the scattered seed that takes root 
is small, it is nonetheless dangerous and the 
scattering should be halted at the source be- 
fore it can do still further harm. 


We Heard It Before 


According to an Associated Press dispatch 
from Berlin, “authorized German sources” as- 
serted, this week, that Germany has never 
been a threat in the western hemisphere. “If 
America feels she needs better defenses it can- 
not be because of any German designs,” the 
story continues. 

Such statements from Berlin have a fa- 
miliar ring. In fact they have been made 
many times by Fuehrer Hitler himself, as well 
as from “authorized German sources.” 

It was Hitler, you remember, who gave his 
sacred pledge at Munich that, if Germany was 
given the Sudetenland areas in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, the Reich would ask no more. Czecho- 
Slovakia and the world remember that promise 
with bitter reproach today. 

It was Hitler who assured the Poles, even 
as late as midsummer of 1939, that Germany 
wanted nothing so much as to live in peace 
with theire“good neighbor,” Poland. Look at 
Poland today. ' 

Norway, Holland and Belgium were all told 
Germany had no intentions whatsoever to do 
anything but respect their neutrality to the 
full. 
In fact, Der Fuehrer has sworn not to at- 
tack other nations with facility equal to that 
with which he has broken those pledges when- 
ever it suited his purpose. 

We don’t have to look to the record to know 
that broken pledges are as much a matter of 
the Nazi creed of ruthless blitzkrieg as are 
dive bombers, “fifth columns” and planes which 


were of the palest pink. Freedom has never 
been more than a chimera to the middle Eu- 
ropean. Small wonder that these youngsters 
were utterly bewildered a short year ago. 

Great teachers and sympathetic compan- 
ions have taught these refugee youngsters in 
one short year the rich lessons of America. 
They will make good Americans, and by their 
example will make others better Americans. 
In some happier day it may be possible for 
them to return to their homelands, to become 
leaders in the search for the better ways of 
life,

WAR AND THE CARIBBEAN, 
(From the Savannah Morning News.) 

The Dutch, as well as the English and the 
French, have colonial possessions in the Carib- 
bean—almost at the threshold of the Panama 
Canal. 

These European outposts stretch in a great 
arch from Florida to the mouth of the Orinoco 
in South America. | 

Most of them are under the Union Jack. Ber- 
muda, the Bahamas, the Leeward and the Wind- 
ward Islands, Jamaica and Trinidad are all Brit- 
ish. But the French flag flies over Martinique, 
Guadeloupe, Grand Terre and some lesser is- 
lands, while the Dutch hold such important 
possessions as Curacao and Aruba. All three 
powers, of course, have a foothold on the South 
American mainland in the Guianas. 

These possessions have never been of more 
than relatively slight value to their home coun- 
tries, and there is no immediate reason to fear 
that they will become the scenes of serious mili- 
tary or naval activties. However,’ since they 
command*virtually every approach to the Panama 
Canal and to our own southern ports, they have 
always had a certain nuisance value to the United 
States. 

We could enter into negotiations for the pur- 
chase of these foreign possessions, especially those 
in the West Indies, just as we purchased the 
Virgin Isles from the Danes. These outposts of 
the European empires are even more important 
to us now than were the Danish possessions as 
outer defenses of the canal. England and France 
might well find it the course of high diplomacy 
to cede us their islands in payment of the debt 
incurred by them in the last war. 

From the viewpoint of strengthening our 
canal defenses and removing a possible source of 
international friction, there seems no question 
about the wisdom of running up the American 
flag in the West Indies. Extending American 
sovereignty to the South American mainland is 
another matter. Howevé@r, British, French and 
Dutch Guiana are as great a potential menace to 
hemispheric security as any of the Caribbean Is- 
lands. 
Brazil and Venezuela might find it expedient to 
acquire ‘them, and perhaps some of the islands 
immediately adjacent to their costs, by purchase. 
They could take no more effective step toward 
making the western world an American world.

These figures, compiled by the 
State Board of Public Welfare, 
were obtained yesterday at the 
Same time a statement was issued 
for publication by Henry B. Mays 
Jr., director of the County Welfare 
Department. Mays listed $10,564 
as having been paid in direct re- 
lief in November, and $21,289 in 
April. Old age assistance for the 
respective months was listed as 
$16,267, and $21,616. 

The county was giving direct 
relief last November to 3,692 per- 
sons in families and to 1.015 who 
lived alone. The April totals were 
5,174 of the former group and 1,089 
of the latter. 

Mays said increased amounts for 
‘relief would average about $9,000 
a month for each of the nine 
months after March, when the 
county commissioners—following 
recommendations of two grand 
juries acting on revelations of dis- 
tress conditions here—voted addi- 
tional money for relief.

cytles through the tissues where 
they normally ingest and destroy 
invading bacteria. In other words. 
medicaments having a marked as- 
tringent influence impede natural 
healing processes. 

It is in any case a question for 
the physician to determine wheth- 
er and when any such local rem- 
edy to shrink the swollen mucous 
'membrane is necessary or advis- 
able—it may be most essential in 
the successful treatment of sinusi- 
‘tis to reduce the swelling and 
maintain drainage from the sinus.

Drivers were faced with a bumpy track and treach- 
erous turns. Early in the program one of the whining 
machines had dipped into a turn at excessive speed, 
with the field closely bunched, and the driver had the 
alternative of turning over or whipping into the in- 
field. He chose the infield. It meant disqualification 
but was more desirable than a wholesale crack-up. 

Later on a driver pitched into the last curve in the lead 
but took it too fast, went into a terrific skid and ended up ina 
bale of hay. Bales dot the turns.
